Program is a Joint Initiative Between GW’s School of Business and Public 
Management and Columbian School of Arts and Sciences 

WASHINGTON - Through a new joint initiative at The George Washington 
University, 30 professionals from the People’s Republic of China’s Ministry of Finance 
will study at GW’s School of Business and Public Management (SBPM) and the 
Columbian School of Arts and Sciences to earn a certificate or masters degree in taxation. 
The two programs—the six-month certificate program and the one-year Master of 
Taxation program—is funded in part by the World Bank and is administered by SBPM’s 
Departments of Accountancy and Public Administration and the Columbian School’s 
Department of Economics. 

The program includes forums and seminars with GW professors. Senior Associate 
Dean and Professor of Public Administration James Kee will serve as lead instructor in an 
experimental course in the spring that will focus on current Chinese tax reform issues. 
Additionally, GW faculty will participate in a World Bank Technical Project that will 
review China’s current tax and fiscal policies and processes and recommend areas for 
improvement. Tax structures to be examined include the value added, local, environmental 
and resource taxes. 

Ai Wu “Nina” Song, a current student who is chief of the international tax division 
in the Ministry’s Tax Policy Department, says that she is interested in participating in the 
GW program because, “China has made great achievements since its tax reform in 1978- 
79 and again in 1994. We are now constantly furthering and deepening our tax reform to 
meet the need of our socialist market economy. While we do not want a completely free- 
market system, there is much to learn from its structure.”

A graduate of Stanford 
University, she is involved in a wide range of business, 
community and charitable activities which have led to her service 
on the boards of PepsiCo, the American Program Service, the 
Washington Board of Trade and the National Gallery of Art. 
Rockefeller is the recipient of numerous awards and honorary 
degrees in recognition of her outstanding contributions to 
education, fine arts and women's issues. 

Adrian Tocklin is president of diversified operations for 
Chicago-based CNA Insurance Companies. Her previous experience 
includes 21 years of service with Continental Insurance, 
beginning as a claim officer and rising to the position of 
president and chief operating officer. She started her career in 
insurance with Travelers nearly 25 years ago. Tocklin received a 
bachelor's degree in philosophy from The George Washington 
University and a juris doctor (summa cum laude and valedictorian) 
from Seton Hall University Law School. A member of the New Jersey 
and Florida bars, Tocklin is a director of Sonat, Inc., an oil 
and natural gas company headquartered in Birmingham, Alabama. She 
was nominated for the position on GW's board of trustees by the 
GW Alumni Association to fill the unexpired term of alumnus 
Dennis Patterson, who resigned after accepting new employment 
which would have created a conflict of interest.

GW CENTER FOR EQUITY AND EXCELLENCE IN EDUCATION 
PROMOTES ACADEMIC SUCCESS 
FOR LIMITED ENGLISH PROFICIENT STUDENTS 

Washington — The George Washington University Center for Equity and Excellence 
in Education has released details of a national education initiative to improve the academic 
success of limited English proficient students. The initiative, "Promoting Excellence: 
Ensuring Academic Success for Limited English Proficient Students," provides direction to 
educators across the country in the form of six major guiding principles on the issue of 
educational reform for limited English proficient students. 

"Promoting Excellence" was conducted by the Evaluation Assistance Center (EAC) East 
within GW’s Center for Equity and Excellence in Education. The EAC East is one of two 
national technical assistance centers funded by the Office of Bilingual Education and Minority 
Languages Affairs to assist state and local educators working with limited English proficient 
students. 

Evaluation Assistance Center East director, Dr. Charlene Rivera, and initiative 
participants including senior officials from the U.S. Department of Education and staff of the 
EAC East, believe the six overarching guiding principles capture the essence of conditions 
that create an optimal environment for the education of limited English proficient students. 

The mission of "Promoting Excellence " is to provide a framework of effective research- 
based practices for schools to enhance their services to limited English proficient students. 
The framework can be used by policymakers, practitioners and community members as they 
work to develop bilingual/ESL programs, schoolwide programs and district and state 
assessment systems that serve limited English proficient students equitably. 

"The principles and indicators describe the characteristics of schools where limited 
English proficient students are succeeding academically," Dr. Rivera said. "They are the 
conditions that a school or community will want to create in order to achieve excellence in 
the education of students who are learning English as their second language."

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The six guiding principles represent best practice for educating limited English proficient 
students. They include: 

• Hold limited English proficient students to the same high expectations of 
learning established for all students; 

• Develop full receptive and productive proficiencies in English, consistent with 
expectations for all students; 

• Enable limited English proficient students to meet performance standards in all 
content areas; 

• Build on previous education and cognitive abilities that reflect language 
proficiency levels; 

• Use appropriate and valid assessments that are aligned with state and local 
standards; and 

• Ensure that educators, family and community share responsibility for the 
academic success of limited English proficient students. 

According to Dr. Delia Pompa, director of the U.S. Department of Education’s Office of 
Bilingual Education and Minority Languages Affairs, "the ‘Promoting Excellence' initiative 
and the guiding principles take a holistic view which underscores the systemic nature of the 
changes needed to ensure academic success for limited English proficient students." 

The Center for Equity and Excellence in Education, part of the Institute for Education 
Policy Studies at GW’s Graduate School of Education and Human Development, focuses on 
system-wide educational reform to improve student opportunities and achievement. The 
Center operates the Region III Comprehensive Center, one of 15 technical assistance centers 
funded by the U.S. Department of Education to assist schools in efforts to improve teaching 
and learning.

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GW PRESIDENT STEPHEN JOEL TRACHTENBERG RETURNS TO ANCESTRAL 


HOMELAND IN UKRAINE TO RECEIVE HONORARY DEGREE 


WASHINGTON -- George Washington University President 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg has departed for a five-day journey to 
the birthplace of his parents in what is now the Ukraine. He is 
to receive an honorary doctorate from Odessa State Medical 
University on November 21. 

"It is indeed an honor and a joy for me to be recognized in 
the city of my parents' birth," said Trachtenberg. "They never 
expected that I would some day serve as the president of a large 
American university with responsibility for a law school and a 
medical school. And I never imagined the revolution that was 
lying in wait for American medicine and how that revolution would 
affect my life as a university president." 

The Odessa State Medical University has chosen to award 
Trachtenberg the title of Doctor Honoris Causa for his 
"unassailable commitment to the vitality of GW's School of 
Medicine and Health Sciences." The awards ceremony, which will be 
held on Thursday, November 21, is part of a four-day schedule of 
activities for President Trachtenberg including a tour of the 
University's facilities, meetings with University officials and, 
of course, visits with family members. 

Scholar, author, university president and professor, Stephen 
Joel Trachtenberg was born to Russian immigrants in New York City 
in 1937. He received a bachelor's degree from Columbia University 
in 1959, a juris doctor from Yale University in 1962 and a master 
of public administration degree from Harvard University in 1966. 
His legal career began as a lawyer with the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission. Later, Trachtenberg went to work as a 
legislative assistant to United States Representative John 
Brademas. After two and a half years as special assistant to the 
United States Commissioner of Education, he moved to Boston 
University where he served in a number of positions from 1969 to 
1977. Trachtenberg was president of the University of Hartford 
for 11 years before being selected as the 15th president of The 
George Washington University in 1988.

FEDERAL COURT TO HEAR GRAND JURY ARGUMENT 
IN ROCKY FLATS CASE NOV. 26 


WASHINGTON -- On Tuesday, November 26, 1996, the federal 
district court in Denver will hear arguments on the unprecedented 
petition of former members of Special Grand Jury 89-2 in the 
Rocky Flats case. Chief Judge Richard Matsch has scheduled a 
hearing on the petition to decide whether to grant the request 
that the Rocky Flats grand jurors be allowed to submit evidence 
of criminal conduct and efforts by the government to obstruct the 
grand jury investigation. The filing is brought by George 
Washington University Law Professor Jonathan Turley, who has 
represented the grand jurors since they first went public in 
1992. Both the Justice Department and Rockwell Corporation are 
opposing the release of the information. The hearing will take 
place at 2:00 p.m. (MT) in Courtroom C-203 of the Byron Rogers 
United States Courthouse, 1929 Stout Street, Denver, Colorado. 

The Rocky Flats case began in 1989 when grand jurors were 
selected on a random basis from around Colorado to investigate 
environmental crimes committed at the Rocky Flats Nuclear Weapons 
Plant located outside Denver. Three years later, the case took an 
extraordinary turn when the Grand Jurors went public with their 
charges. In spite of their findings of criminal conduct at the 
plant, the Justice Department refused to sign the indictments and 
actively hampered the grand jury in its efforts to produce a 
report on the evidence against Rockwell and the Energy 
Department. 

While hampering the Grand Jury, the Justice Department 
struck a plea bargain with Rockwell Corporation, dropped any 
individual indictments and permanently sealed the grand jury's 
findings and indictments from public view. The highly 
controversial plea bargain required Rockwell to pay $18.5 million 
from a venture that netted the corporation $22.4 million in 
profits. The agreement also permitted Rockwell to file for 
reimbursement of $7.9 million from the public for fees and costs 
associated with the case. Further, the agreement protected 
Rockwell and its employees from any future criminal or civil 
charges for its activities at Rocky Flats --a concession 
estimated to be worth millions in additional possible fines.

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While the Justice Department agreed that over 400 violations 
occurred over an extended period of time, not a single Rockwell 
employee was indicted. Moreover, the government did not bring any 
charges against the Energy Department and its employees who were 
inextricably linked to the criminal conduct. 

Since going public in 1992, the grand jurors have remained 
united for four years in their efforts to disclose information 
that they believe to be vital to the public interest. Tuesday's 
hearing represents the first time that a grand jury has ever 
filed a case as a litigant in either the United States or 
England. 

The over 300-page filing included affidavits from each of 
the grand jurors attesting under oath that "I have been prevented 
from fulfilling the obligations of my sworn oath to the extent 
that it requires a full and independent investigation and 
reporting of both criminal conduct and, specifically, government 
misconduct." The grand jurors further stated that "[i]n the 
final, critical stage of our deliberations, the Justice 
Department withdrew assistance and support from the grand jury 
and hampered our efforts to complete our investigatory and 
reporting function." 

The filing also included an affidavit from U.S. 
Representative Patricia Schroeder supporting the petition and 
asking the court to allow the grand jurors to speak to Congress. 
Rep. Schroeder filed the affidavit as the most senior member of 
the Colorado delegation and the ranking minority member on the 
House Courts and Intellectual Property Subcommittee and the 
National Security Committee. 

Turley is the director of the Environmental Law Advocacy 
Center (which includes the Shapiro Environmental Law Clinic) at 
The George Washington University and is considered one of the 
nation's foremost experts on environmental crime. Turley is 
accompanied in the action by Center attorney, Joan Manley. Ms. 
Manley is a former environmental prosecutor with extensive trial 
practice in Florida and also serves as counsel of record in the 
Area 51 case. The litigation is being supported by various Center 
donors, including Barbra Streisand and Deer Creek Foundation.
